aged monarch’s life by reproaching 
him to his facé in the presence of oth- 
ers with having in a moment of folly 
espoused the ill fated German cause, 
and thereby undermined the house of 
Hapsburg and predestined the ruin of 
the empire. | 


Have Duel at Court Dinner. 


A crisis Was reached during the last 
visit of the German kaiser to Vienna, 
it says, when in the midst of a court 
dinner the exasperated crown princess, 
as the Empress Zita was then called, 
drew a revolver and fired straight at 
the German emperor. The shot missed 
its mark, it is reported, but the kaiser 
fired back and slightly wounded his as- 
sailant, and! immediately afterward an 
nouncement was posted, which said: 

“Her imperiat and royal highness, 
the archduchess, is indisposed and will 
be obliged to keep to her apartments 
for some days.” | 

That incident, so the storry con- 
tinues, became the starting point in 
the pan-German press of a campaign 
against the family of Bourbon-Parma, 
to which the Princess Zita belongs. 


' Found Hanging in His Room. 

From that time Francis Joseph, who 
had shown signs of rapid senile decay, 
began to be unhinged in mind, it says, 
and a few weeks later, at 10:30 in the 
morning of Nov. 21, 1916, thé’ veteran 
emperor, was discovered to have 
hanged himself in his bedroom. 

Consultations were held in adjoining 
apartments, the story adds, and there 
were angry scenes between distin- 
guished ladies of the imperial court as 
to whether the terrible secret should 
be divulged. Finally it was deter- 
mined that the scandal must be pre- 
vented from leaking out at all costs, so 
the time of the emperor’s death was 
given officially as 9 o’clock in the eve- 
ning. 


Prohibit Spread of Story. 

The violent discussion had, however, 
been overheard by various members 
of the imperial hotisehold, it is de 
Clared, and it was quickly reported not 
only in the capital, but also among the 
army in the trenches until the supreme 
command was constrained to issue a 
proclamation ordering any soldier 
propagating the rumor would be shot 
forthwith.

Commerce Body Acts. 
to End Congestien. 


(By a Staff Correspondent. 
Washington, D. C., May 20.—[(Spe 


cial.]—The interstate commerce éont- 
mission, acting under its emergency 
powers to relieve the transportation 
congestion menacing business and 
threatening credit conditions in the 
country, today issued orders which 
mean the restoration of unified opera- 
tion of freight traffic such as pre 
vailed under the railroad administra- 
tion. 
The orders direct the railroads to: 
Dispatch freight shipments by other 
routes than those designated by the 
shipper. 
Make daily deliveries of freight cars 
to other systems. 
Send solid trains of empty cars from 
one part of the country to another. 
Declares Emergency on All Lines, 
The commission agreed that an 
emergency exists on the lines of ali 
railroads, suspended regulations with - 
respect to car servige, and directed 


most available to expedite its move- 
ment to any destination. Detailed or- 
ders were issued to all principal roads 
east and west concerning daily delivery 
of cars for the purpose of hurrying 
delivery of 20,000 box cars to lines 
west of Chicago and 30,000 open top 
cars to eastern roads within thirty 
days.

At present is is claimed Great Britain 
controls only 3 per cent of the world’s 
supply of oil and is forced to rely on 
foreign producers for most of her con- 
sumption of this necessity in modern 
transit. Its greatest source of supply 
is America, through the Standard Oil, 
and next comes the Royal Dutch group, 
which is generally, but erroneously, 
supposed to be under British control. 
There are many British directors and 
a substantial British holding of shares, 
but the controlling hand is Dutch. 
also has been stated, but not proved, 
that there is a large German interest. 


Willing to Buy Anywhere. 

The British government has adopted 
the policy of exclusive British owner- 
ship of the oil lands in the new terri- 
tory of Mesopotamia; also Persia is 
under all-British control. It has been 
announced that while the government 
insists on all-British control, there will 
be no discrimination against any coun- 
try in the purchase of supplies.

His officers used to go for prac- 
tical training to the best military 
schools of the old world. In fact, the 
regimental bands of some of his crack 
corps would occasionally go to Europe 
and participate with distinction in in- 
ternational band tournaments. 

‘ His generals were professional men 
who had entered the army to make 
it their life work. They were men 
Specially trained in the science and 
art of war and they knew a great 
deal more about military matters than 
all the improvised Guerrilleros, whom 


the revolution later honored with the 


title of general, put together. 
Army Collapses Utterly. 

And yet, as soon as the visionary 
Madero changed from preaching to 
action, and took to the field with his 
undisciplined hordes who knew as 
much about war as he did—and he 
knew nothing—the entire federal army 
collapsed in short order.

To do this the bankers purpose to restrict loans 
to persons producing. or marketing luxuries, to 
persons holding goods for higher prices, or to 
persons planning unwarranted extensions of busi- 
ness.

FAIR TAXATION. 

The attitude toward taxation policy adopted by 
some downstate delegates to the constitutional con- 
vention seems to us deplorable. If Chicago's rep- 
resentation is to be perpetually limited and at the 
same time her people and her interests are to be 
taxed disproportionately to the country, Chicago 
will have to vote against the constitution. 

The objection to classification which comes from. 
downstate is narrow minded and unfair. There is 
no way of imposing a just tax on securities without 
permitting classification. 

On the other hand, the income tax plan, which is 
s© popular with the so-called farmer group, dis- 
criminates distinctly against the city dweller in 
favor of the farmer. The wage earner, the clerk, 
the professional man, all city dwellers, pay income 
tax on the food they consume, the clothes they 
wear, the rent they pay. As these expenditures 
represent in most cases the principal part of their 
income, the income tax becomes a very stiff tax. 

But 50 per cent of the farmers own their own 
homes and 100 per cent raise most of what they 
eat. They escape the income tax, therefore, on 
these large items. 3 

If this difference of the burden placed by a uni- 
form income tax on city and country may be ac- 
cepted within reasonable limits as tending to favor 
life on the farms as against life in the city, thus 
stimulating production as against consumption, 
nevertheless the policy ought not to be pressed too 
far. The people of the cities have rights and do 
their service for civilization as well as the farmers. 
For one thing, they are the farmers’ customers. 
They produce many things the farmer and his 
family need or want. They pay heavy taxes and 
carry burdens the farmers are free from. 

Fair play and sense of interdependence are the 
best guides to sound action in the convention. 
If the delegates divide sectionally they will defeat

The 
tendency of children to quit school for 
work is further augmented by the scar-

H. H. Goddard has an interesting dia- 
gram which indicates that most children 
who quit schoal do so because they have 
reached the grade which represents the 
limit of their intellectual eapacities. This 
may be true generally, but there always 
are a lot of children who are. intelligent 
and ambitious for an education, but who 
aré forced to quit school to help the 
family and just now the proportion is in- 
creased materially. 


The law in Mlinois provides that school 
children can go to work at gainful occu- 
pations at 14 years of age, provided they 


can pass a physical examination. In 


Jthe Chicago public schools a thorough 


physical examination is made. Two- 
thirds of those who take this examina- 
tion pass. The 33 per cent failing do so 
because of nose and throat conditions, 

14.3 per cent defective vision, 11.2 per 
cent malnutrition, defective teeth 49 per 
cent, and other conditions, 5 per cent. 

The certificate is kept by the employer 
and he must return it to the examiner if 
the child quits his employ. 

But suppose the family income is too 
small to feed the children properly. In 
consequence the child of 14 suffers from 
mainutrition and cannot go to work and 
thus bring in more money for food. 

What is to be done about it? The 


| working of the-law seems to defeat its 
aim.

Worcester, Mass., May 20.—The 
American military administration in 


Santo Domingo and Haiti. was assailed 
by Otto Schoénrich of New York. 

He formerly was secretary to the 
minister of finance of the Dominican 
republic. He spoke today at the'Clark 
| university conference on Mexico and 
the Caribbean. He said there were 
stories of the use of the “ water cure ” 
on refractory islanders. 

He declared that “the record made 
in Santo ‘Domingo must bring us deep 
disappointment, while the mess in Haiti 
must awaken feelings of resentment 
and shame.” 

Blame on Washington. 

The chief fault, he said, rested in 
the Washington government. 
Inhabitants of the Virgin islands, he 


declared, are complaining 
more freedom under Danish rule than 
at present. 

Schoenrich said it seemed that 
“whenever in the last five years the 
United States has assumed the gos 
ernment of another country the coming 
of the American flag signified suppres- 
sion of popular institutions and the set- 
ting up of an arbitrary and inefficient 
militarism.”

CUTWORMS 


BY FRANK RIDGWAY. 


One cutworm can cut down a dozen 
or more plants in a single night. A 
close watch should be kept on the gar- 
den as soon as the seed begin to sprout 
and young seedlings have been trans- 
planted in the open, for prompt action 
is necessary to keep the cutworm in 
check. 

The chief injury will be done during 
the next four weeks. Material should 
be kept available for immediate treat- 
ment as soon as they become notice- 
able. 
last fall or early this spring the cut- 
worms probably will net appear in 
large numbers. 


It is advisable to encqprage robins 
and black birds to feed in the garden. 


One of these birds will eat dozens of | 


cutworms or grubs in a day. 

Sprinkling a thin covering of lime 
over the entire surface of the ground 
is commonly used by some to prevent 
the destructive work of the cutworms. 
Lime, of course, “sweetens” and im- 
proves the physical condition of the 
soil and is worth while regardless of 
the worms. 

Paper collars made out of stiff paste- 
board strips four or five inches wide 
and set about an inch and a half 
deep in the ground around each plant 
form an effective means of keeping the 
cutworms away from the young seed- 
lings. This is only practical where 
there are a few plants to protect. The 
collar should be at least six or eight 
inches in diameter so it will not crowd 
or shade the plant and interfere with 
growth.
